The Lindberghs arose refreshed 
after their 16-hour, non-stop flight 
from Bathurst, British West Africa, 
to Natal. They si>ent the night as 
the guests of the British consul 
here, A. D. ScotchbrcKik, who also 
IS the Pan-American representative.

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November Is 
Chilly Month 


Cold Snap Causes Deficiency 
Of Two Degrees Daily 
In Temperature 
Average 


RAINFALL AGAIN 
IS BELOW NORMAL 


November was marked by unsea­ 
sonably cold weather, the records of 
U. S. Weather Observer Johnson 
show, a deficiency of 2.1 degrees per 
day being shown in the mean tem­ 
perature for the month. There was 
also a deficiency in precipitation 
again, the total amount being .34 
inches below normal. 
The weather during the month 
was very unusual. 
The maximum 
temperature for the month was 80 
■degrees on November 3, the highest 
for that day in the history of the lo­ 
cal station. 
There was also 
7.4 
inches of snowfall recorded during 
the month. While no records have 
feeen kept of the normal snowfall, it 
Is believed that the amount noted 
jast month would be of a record- 
breaking proportion, if it were. In 
November last year there was but a 
trace of snowfall noted during the 
jrnonth. 
The 
mean 
maximum 
for 
the 
cnonth was 46 and the mean mini­ 
mum 29.8. the mean average being 
¿7 9 degrees. The normal mean for 
November is 40, a deficiency of 2.1 
degrees per day being shown. 
The 
fiighest temperature was 80 degrees 


on November 3 and the owest was 6 
degrees on the 16th. The greatest 
daily range was 37 degrees on No­ 
vember 1. 
The total precipitation for the 
month was 2.06 inches. The greatest 
in 24 hours was .63 inches on the 
6th and the total snowfall was 7.4 
inches. There were 20 days with .01 
inches or more of precipitation. Six 
days w ere clear, 14 partly cloudy and 
10 cloudy. The normal precipitation 
for November is 2.40 inches. 
In 1932 the temperature was one 
degree below normal, while the pre- | 
cipitation was 1.74 inches above the 
normal mark.
